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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to applicant's amendment filed on July 10, 2007. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,4-11 and 13-20 are allowed. 

3. As to claim 1 , after further review and consideration, the rejection in view of Edwards 
has been withdrawn. Edwards fails to disclose that the primary and secondary levers 
pivots about a fixed pivot pin. The levers and pins rotate together as a unit. 

Leslie (US 3,525,545) discloses outside and inner operation means (20,24); 
primary and secondary levers (96 and 76 respectively) pivoting about fixed pins (70 
and 78); driving member (22) and connecting means in the form of a rod (94). 

However, Leslie fails to disclose that the driving member (22) directly pivot the 
primary lever (96) and that the secondary lever (76) would reach the unlatch position 
before than the primary lever. At the instant, Leslie discloses that the driving 
member (22) would pivot the primary lever, by means of the secondary lever (76) 
and the rod (94); not directly pivoting the primary lever. Also, Leslie discloses that 
the primary lever (96) and the secondary lever (76) would reach the unlatch position 
at the same time, since they are moving simultaneously. 

New cited reference, Hamada (US 6,135,513) discloses outside and inner 
operation means (14,15); primary and secondary levers (22 and 43 respectively) 
pivoting about fixed pins (21 and 42); driving member (39,40,41) and connecting 
means (50,52) that includes a rod (50). However, Hamada fails to disclose that the 
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rod has a point of articulation in each lever. Hamada discloses that the rod (50) only 
have a point of articulation in the primary lever (22).
